Ethiopia Shuts Offices 
Of U.S. and 5 Oiliers

ADDIS ABABA, April 24 (WP), 


—The Ethiopian military govern- 
ment today announced the clo- 
sure of five foreign consulates in 
Asmara, im uorthern war-torn 
Eritrea Province, in addition to 
the U.S. one ordered shut there 
yesterday. 

The measure affects the Sudan 
and Italy, which had full con- 
sulates there, and France, Bel- 
gium and Britain. which main- 
tained honorary consuls in As- 
mara. The closure of the U.S. 
Consulate in the provincial cap- 
ital was confirmed by US. offi- 
eials today, althouch this was not 
jormally included in the govern- 
ment statement issued yesterday. 

The ruling Provisional Military 
Coummsil aiso told the United 
States yesterday to puil out of 
the country its Military Assis- 
lance Advisory Group {MAAG' 
and its Naval Medical Research 
Unit (NAMRU), close the Kagnew 
cecmmunications stations in Az- 
mara and shut the U.S. Cultural 
Center in the capital and six 
small library centers in towns 
around the country, This order 
afiected all U.S. facilities except 
the embassy and the aid office. 

One effect of the measures will 
be to remove practically all for- 
eigners, other than ἃ few Italian 
residents. from the Eritrean pro- 
vincial capital. Eritrea is the 
scene of intense fighting between 
government forces and guerril- 
las of the separatist Eritrean 
Liberazion Front, and the war- 
fare could well soon spread to 
Asmara, itself. 

The decisions announced by the 
military government appear to 
lend considerable weight to per- 
sistent reports here that it is in- 


tent on closing all Western cul- 
tural centers operating in Ethio- 
Pia and on clamping down as 
well on the activities and travels 
of Western diplomats. 

Even Western tourists are now 
suspect after government allega- 
tions that two black Americans 
arrested on March 23 in north- 
west Ethiopia had entered the 
country on tourist visas and were 
U.S. Central Intelligence Agency 
spies. 

France, West Germany, Italy 
and Britain all have cultural cen- 
ters in the capital. No Eastern 
bloc country has one, however. 

Yesterday. the ruling council 
said that the U.S. cultural center 
Was propagating ideas “which 
clash with, dilute and undermine 
scientific socialism... and there 
Iore is of no use to Ethiopia.”

The only project to which the 
prosecutors bave specifically re- 
ferred is one proposed by the CLA 
in 1972 that never got off the 
ground, Called Pyramider, it en- 
visaged launching three satellites 
into space to relay reports from 
CIA spies around the world to the 
agency's headquarters in Virginia.

drive or dramatically affect their 
life-styles. 

“Nobody has found the satura- 
tion point. We don’t know what 
the price is that will make people 
leave their cars at home,” an 
economist for the Organization of 
Economic Cooperation and Devel- 
opment said. surveying the $2 to 
$2.40-a-gallon price range that 
prevails in Europe. 

While U.S. politicians are 
zeroing in for attack on the 


energy experts in Europe are 
giving the overall program high 
marks and suggest that the 
changes in market pricing 
mechanisms and use of federal 
tax incentives and penalties for 
homes and industry are far more 
vital, 

“The gasoline and big car 
taxes will get people to shift 
down to smaller and/or lighter 
automobiles, if Europe and Japan 
are any indication,” added the 
econamist for the OECD, the 
research organization. of the 
leading industrial nations of Eu- 
rope, Asia and North America. “Is 
that such an upheaval?” 

Varying Results — 

Having little oi)’ of their own 
and ‘uneconomic coal deposits, 
‘Western Europeans long ago be- 
came accustomed to restraints 
and high taxes on energy. A 
number of the Carter plan's 
provisions have been proposed or 
implemented here, in different 
forms and with varying results. 

“The Carter energy plan moves 
the United States back toward 
the head of the class on energy 
conservation,” said Wallace Hop- 
kins, deputy director of the In- 


‘ternational Energy Agency. “The 


United States will rank well up 
with the besé in. the TEA coun- 
fries now.” - 

The IEA groups 18 of the 
world’s largest ofl-importing in- 
dustrialized countries. 

Mr. Carter's plan meets 12 of 
the agency's 18 major recom- 
mended energy conservation 
measures and may cover others 
when details are worked out. Of- 
ficials of the energy agency, the 
Common Market and European 
governments praise the plan’s 
comprehensive scope and in- 
tegrated features. 

In a sense, public reaction thus 
far has been to suggest to Amer- 
icans to relax, that the future 
works and it is called Europe. 

Patterns Differ 

But significant differences 
exist between energy consump- 
tion patterns in Western Europe 
and Japan, on the one hand, and 
in .the United States, on the 
other. 

Most Zuropean governments 
have used high gasoline taxes to 
earn revenue rather than to dis- 
courage energy consumption. This 
may underline much of the 
skepticism that the relatively 
moderate “when seen from Eu- 
Tope) gasoline tax is vital to the 
Carter plan. 

Mr. Carter is. also innovative 
in trying ta channel gasoline and 
automobile taxes back to tax- 
payers in specific rebates and 
credits. European govérnmesits, 
far more dependent on sales and 
excise taxes, toss the gasoline tax 
@irectly into operating budgets 
and lack the kind of flexibility 
to spread the. burden as Mr. 
Carter is trying to do. 

At the same time, high taxes 
and the quintupling of crude oil 
wholesale prices since 1973 have 
helped curb the tendency of Euro- 
pean carmakers in the 1960s to

balloon their models up to the 
US. scale. 

Differences in road networks, 
Population densities and cultural 
habits make detailed comparisons 
difficult, But OECD figures indi- 
cate that Americans on 2 per 
capita basis drive twice as much 
as French motorists but use more 
than four times as much gasoline 
(484 gallons to 109 gallons in 1975). 

Put another way, Americans 
could probably cut 3 mijlion bar- 
rels of oil a day by switching to 
the same kind of mix of smatier 
automobiles used in European 
countries. 

On other. points, Europe's ex- 
perience foreshadows mixed pros- 
pects for success and failure for 
features of Mr. Carter's energy 


Φ Stockpiling. The expense and 
difficulty European countries have 
encountered in beginning to build 
up to a 180-day Stockpile for the 
IEA will require for its members 
by 1980 suggests that the Carter 
administration may have under- 
estimated the problems of going 
up to 8 180 day stockpile for the 
United States. 

Φ Peak-period pricing. Charging 
consumers premiums for power at 
busy times of the day is in wide 
use in Western Europe for both 
households and industries and its 
inclusion jn the Carter plan is 
Strongly endorsed by energy 
agency officials. 

Φ Switching to coal, European 
use of coal, which declined rapidly 
before 1973. has stabilized since. 
British Petroleum and Shell have 
begun to hunt as far afield as 
Australia and South Africa for 
coal supplies for Western Europe, 
which imports from Poland now. 
Environmental and marketing 
problems remain enormous. — 

Φ Home and building heating 
controls. Buropean governments 
tend to impose direct legal con- 
trols rather than give the incen- 
tives the Carter plan proposes for 
insulation, France, for example, 
has inspectors who can fine of- 
fenders who let the thermostats 
go above 68 degrees: Pahrenheit 
in public buildings. 

But for the economist working 
in the energy field here, one 
feature of the Carter proposal 
orershadows the more publicized 
gas-guzzling and other taxes. It 
is Mr. Carter's intention to let 
the price of U.S. domestic oil rise 
by 1980 to the same price as that 
set. by ‘the Organization of Petro- 
leum Exporting Countries. 

“Energy has to be priced at 
replacement cost or replaced,” the 
energy agency’s Mr. Hopkins said. 
“President Carter has correctly 
recognized that there is no ‘quick 
fix,” and no immediate replace- 
ment. So he is going the realistic 
route.” 


Pentagon Plans 
Staie-Tax Action 


WASHINGTON. Apri}24 (AP). 
—The Pentagon says it will begin 
withholding state income taxes 
from the paychecks of ‘service 
personnel beginning July 1 
᾿ Congress passed a bill last year 
lifting--a ben on withholding 
State income taxes from the pay- 
checks of servicemen and women. 

& Pentagon spokesman sald it 
was still uncertain whether the 
withholding for the District of 
Columbia and the 34 states which 
have requested it will begin on 
the same date. The Treasury is 
expected to publish specific pro- 
cedures soon - 
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menthal called them “booby 
traps.” 

For instance. word seeped out 
that the energy team intended to 
recommend 8, “gas guzzler” tax 
that would impose stiff penalties, 
through excise taxes. on pur- 
chasers of big, inefficient auto- 
mobiles and reward, through re- 
bates. buyers of smaller, high- 
mileage cars. To prevent a sud+ 
den glut of imported small cars. 
the intention was to exclude im- 
ports from the rebate provision. 
Mr, Blumenthal feared this would 
violate international trade agree- 
ments and invite retpliation by 
U.S. trading partners. 

Mr. Blumenthal and Mr. 
Schultze sent a judiciously phras- 
ed but direct memorandum to the 
President. suggesting that they 
needed to be consulted on such 
issues. They also passed on their 
concerns to Hamilton Jordan, the 
special assistant to the President. 
Mr. Carter was said to be reluc- 
tant to intrude on the enersy 
planners’ efforts but Mr. Jorden 
persuaded him to air the issues 
with the Cabinet on April 6 and 7. 

The meetings were. by one par- 
ticipant’s account, “spirited but 
not acrimonious.” Cabinét mem- 
bers challenged Mr. Schlesinger 
on a number of his plans and the 
bookish energy aide frequently 
replied with aphorisms, such as, 
“Nothing so collects a man’s mind 
as the knowledge he’s about to 
be hanged.” 

However, Mr. Schlesinger and 
his staff took the criticism and 
advice to be constructive, δ 

Most “help,” however, came 
from a few sources. The looming 
April 20 deadline prevented the 
administration from circulating 
the plans widely to get the com- 
ments of the bureaucracy. 

“Because of the time crunch.” 
conceded an official at the Of- 
fice of Management and Budget, 
“a lot of the burden devolved on 
us to look at the proposals as 
other agencies might view them.” 

There was no way of making 
certain, however, that the Bud- 
get Office, acting as devil's ad- 
vocate, would raise the same is- 
sues as Cabinet officers or their 
expert advisers. Not until the Ca- 
binet met last Wednesday—the 
day the plan was made public— 
did Brock Adams have occasion 
Ww recommend that money raised 
through energy taxes be diverted 
to mass transit. 

The Budget Office raised about 
100 objections to the plan, most 
of which were resolved quickly. 
Others were debated heatedly. 
For instance. the energy staff 
wanted to offer nonprofit insti- 
tutions such as schools and hos- 
Pitals 50-per-cent matching 
Grants to assist in weatherproof- 
ing the structures. The Budget 
Office objected that there was 
not enough money available aud 
eventually succeeded in cutting 
the government share to 35 per 
cent. 

Mr. Blumenthal’s concern 
about internationa! trade prob- 
lems was finessed. The admin- 
istration decided to assign Rob- 
ert Strauss, the President’s spe- 
cial trade representative, the 
task of negotiating limits on the 
number of vehicles that trading 
partners could ship to the United 
States under the rebate proposal. 

Other issues were more conten- 
tious. Mr. Blumenthal complain- 
ed of “overkill” in several of the 
plan’s features. Initializ. it in- 
cluded about τὸ separate tax 
credit devices that Mr. Wood- 
worth, contending ther would 
clutter the tax code, combined 
into a few. 

Other Changes 

At one point. Mr. Schlesinger 
Proposed that banks and satings 
institutions be required to refuse 
mortgage funds for housing that 
failed to meet mandated stan- 
dards for insulation The pro- 
posal also included tax rewards 
for improving weatherproofing. 
However. Bert Larice. the former 
Georgia banker who is director 
of the Budget Office. strenuously 
objected to making lenders 
‘poiicemen™ of home insulation. 
The mandatory feature was 
dropped. 

The “gas guzzler” proposal at 
first called for huge excise taxes 
on the most inefficient vehicles. 
Mr. Blumenthal called the 
amounts “heavy handed” and got 
them reduced to a maximum of 
53.400. still a heavy penaltr for 
luxurt. 

The gasoline tax was also alter- 
ed. Treasury experts, meluding 
Mr. Woodworth. objected that the 
potential 10-cent-a-year. five-year 
tax suggested br energy planners 
Would take 515 billion out of con- 
sumer circulation—too much to 
be slowly recycled back—and 
would set off inflationary pres- 
sures because of labor contracis 
with wage adjustments tied to 
the cost-of-living index. 

But Mr. Schlesinger’s econo- 
mists countered that niotorists

“I don't think a 
nickel does anything,” lamented a 
loser in the gebate. “What's 
really there is that [threat of] 50 
cents.” 

The final issue to be resolved, 
on the eve of the President's ap- 
pearance before Congress, was 
the form of rebate to be granted 
to the public for taxes raising the 
wellhead price of crude oil and 
natural gas. 

Early this month. Mr. Schlesin- 
ger considered it “attractive 
Politically’ to return the money 
indirectly to consumers bt getting 
states to lower sales taxes. Later, 
the energy adviser shifted to a 
plan to funnel the new revenues 
into the Social Security system, 
preventing increases in workers’ 
withholding tax for the retire 
ment insurance. Mr. Schlesinger 
thought the House Ways and 
Means Committee would like the 
approach. 

But Mr, Blumenthal. backed bv 
Joseph Califano. the secretary of 
health. education and welfare, 
blunted those approaches and 
eventually persuaded Mr. Carter 
to settle on income tax credizs. 
The devision was made five dacs 
after the President withdrew. us 
unnecessary. ‘a $50 income tix 
rebate from bis economic stimulus 
proposal, 

Political Realities 

For all the enerey staffs non- 
chalance about political consider- 
ations and the President's public 
assurances that the plan does 
not favor special interests, the 
Proposal was aniended to take 
account of certain political real- 
ites, 

Jody Powell, Mr. Carter's press 
secretary. pointed out at a meet- 
ing a week ago that the gasoline 
tax might be more palatable if 
it were stipulated that the tax 
could go down—as well as up—~ 
in reflection of the public's con- 
Sumption record. The change 
was quickly inserted. 

At the urging of the governors 
of Colorado, Ulinois, Iowa and 
Massachusetts. Mr. Carter agreed 
to compensate states in the event 
that motorists buy less gasoline.

more than Americans pay for it—and is 
rapidly becoming dearer 5611. If the revel 
gontinues, the morning after will be long 
snd painful, indeed. 

In his proposals last week, the President 
ἀἰὰ more than intone the obvious sermon: 
sober up. The centra! virtue of his program 
is that he ouiiined the way to do so: for 
Americans to learn the true walue of energy 
by paying more for it. That remedy aione 
would be brutal, as was learned during the 
1973 oil embargo. The sudden price leaps 
would bring extreme hardships for the poor, 
dislocations for aimost everyone, and wind- 
fall profits to a few. President Carter rec- 
ognized, as President Ford did not, that the 
price-increase remedy must be immediately 
tempered—with eradualism and fairness.

The Carter program calls for a new tax to 
increase the price of oli, But it would go 
into effect only over threes years—and these 
revenues would not constitute windfall prof- 
its for off producers, They would be rebated 
to the public. The price of new natural gas 
would be allowed to rise. But cheaper “old” 
gas would be allocated to residential and 
commercial users. A stiff new tax would be 
imposed on low-mileage’ cars—up to $2,483. 
But high-effielency cars would qualify for 
rebates as high as $499. And ἃ standby 
gasoline tax couki, in time, add as much as 
50 eents to the cosh of each gallon—but 
only if total consumption did not meet evi- 
dently reasonable national goals. And, again. 
the revenues would be returned to the 
public, 

Each proposal is carefully uphoistered. In- 
deed, some think the program is too cushy: 
what real sacrifice is Carter azking for? 
Nonetheless, under each cushion ts the hard 
fact that Americans must get used to paying 
more for energy,

dimmy Carter ean fairly be blamed for the 
foree behind the unholy alliance that threat- 
ens to tie up American participation in the 
international development agencies. For 
without his early rhetoric and lack of re- 
straint, it is doubtful that such strong sup- 
port would have been mustered behind the 
Harkin amendment, which reqmres the 
United States to oppose World Bank and 
other loans to countries engaging in “a 
consistent pattern of gross violations of in- 
termationally recognized human rights.”

It is backed, 
85 we say, by an unholy alliance: pro-aid 
liberals waving high the early Carter banner 
of muscular public virtue, and anti-aid con-

Only if they do can the administration 
expect success for two other major ingre- 
dients of its program. One 15 conservation. 
for which incentives are proposed, notably 
for home insulation. But the surest way to 
learn to conserve energy is to learn its true 
value. If it costs more, it will be regarded 
as worth more. The second ingredient is 
conversion—to coal The Carter program 
proposes and depends on a massive return 
to coal in place of olf and gas, If the goals 
for coal are to be met without fudging on 
pollution standards, scrubbers will have to 
be used. And that, too, means higher prices. 

There is a further, less obvious, advantage 
to the public's becoming steeled to higher 
energy prices. They make more economi- 
cally attractive the development of alter 
native energy sources—solar, for instance— 
that will be essential to the nation’s long- 
term energy needs.

However shtewdly the Carter program ad- 
dresses energy pricing, it is studded with odd 
omissions and large question marks. Does it 
Teiy too heavily on coal and conservation 
and not enough on stimulating oil and gas? 
The proposed price increases for new oil and 
gas offer more stimulation than the pres- 
idential rhetoric suggests. Still, it is puzzling 
that in so comprehensive a package there is 
not more discussion of energy production on. 
public lands, notably the outer continental 
shelf. 

The proposals for off and gasoline tax re- 
bates may constitute handsome cushions, but 
how will they work? In his news conference 
Friday, the President seemed, almost coyiy, 
to suggest rakeoff as much as rebate. Does 
he truly wish to cast the federal government 
in the role of a race track operator, taking 
@ percentage of the handle off the top before 
paying the taxes back to the public? 

And is the President being wholly candid 
when he suggests that the prudent, fuel- 
conserving family can profit from the tax 
and rebate program? Will ποῦ higher fuel 
prices increase the cost of everything. not 
just gasoline? 

These and other questions will occupy 
congressional and public discussion for 
months to come. Emerging facts, insights 
—and politics—may extensively alter the 
specifics of the ultimate program. Still, the 
President and his energy chief, James Schile- 
singer, will have done thelr initial work well 
if, in the end, the public at last finds the 
price that is right.

The mandatory cutoffs required by the 
Harkin approach would indeed punish ac- 
cused violators and let the United States 
symbolically hold itself aloof from them. 
But it would, in our view, deny the govern- 
ment the bargaining capacity it actually 
needs to improve human-rights conditions in 
eountries applying for loans.

The Mekong River flows 2.600 
miles from the  snow-laden 
mountains of Tibet through Laos 
and Thailand. where it forms the 
border, into Cambodia and final- 
ly to Vietnam's southern delta. 

No Bridge. No Turbine 

Unless the Chinese have re- 
cently built bridges across its 
upper reaches, there is not a 
Single bridge along it. The an- 
nual flow, estimated at 500 bil- 
lion metric tons of water, turns 
not a single turbine.

and British hopes were still fly- 
ing high. 

At the moment. Concorde No. 15 
igs a green aluminum tube with 
pastel side fins mounted on 
orange stecl trestles. The bright 
construction colors contrast with 
the sense of despondency within 
the hangar. 

Visitors are asked not to talk 
to the Concorde workers because 
the men say they find it dis- 
couraging and demeaning to be 
questioned on the fate of the 
plane and their own jobs. The 
assembly line is progressively 
coming to a halt and there are 
no real prospects for starting it 
up again. 

The workers on Concorde 
No, 15 know that nobody has 
bought the plane. So their pace 
is unhurried. “It's the last one 
and everybody realises 11," 
Aérospatiale public relations of- 
ficial Henri Detappie said. 

At a unit selling price of §60 
million and with an uncertain 
future in δὴ ecology-minded 
world. Concorde has no pro- 
spective new buyers in sight. 

Of the 16 planes authorized. the 
two earliest models are used 85 
research aircraft, nine hare been 
bought for commercial service by 
Air France and British Airways, 
and five remain unsold. 

D. Erook, Dutch vice-president 
of 2 European group here that 
markets the wide-bodied Airbus, 
said Concorde'’s trouble was that 
it came at a very difficult time.

“This is a symbol of French- 
British aspirations which the 
Americans have killed by unfair 
play.” argued Jean-Michel Four- 
tanier, an engineer in charge of 
Concorde’s technical training 
division. 

He conceded that the United 
States cannot be entirelr held 
to blame ‘for the plane's poor 


sales record. But he claimed that 
if ‘he Americans had built their 
own supersonic airlmer. there 
wouki never have been any 
trouble about landing at New 
York. 


“Concorde perhaps would not 
have survived lf New York were 
open but it is bound for the 
grave with New York closed.” he 
sald. 

A recent successiu] campaign 
by a Toulouse-based Concorde 
support committee to secure 
150.000 petition signatures— 
equivalent to one in every three 
inhabitants of this aviation- 


minded city—was aimed not ouly, / 


at influencing New York author- 
ities but at restoring the mérale 
of the unhe»oy men in the Con- 
corde hangar. 


There is 8. strong feeljng here « 


that the United States will eveo- 
tually stride into the supersonic 
airliner businees ‘with a plane 


twice as big and far less noisy - 


than the 100-seat French-British 
original: 1995 is the date advanc- 
ed here for that development. 

The hopes of Mr. Fourtaniet 
and the support comniittce, 
which he heads, ts to ΠῚ the 
gap during the 1980s by building 
a new version of Concorde, with 
the same dimensions es the 
first, but quieter, in the expecia- 
tion that U.S. airlnes would rush 
to buy it. 

“We cannot let our pioneering 
go to waste,” he said.

Urges New Chief to Set Agency Straight

You have clearly committed 
rourself to defending the arencr 
from its detractors and to im- 
Proving its image. and this has 
stirred a wave of hope among 
Many of its career officers. How- 
ever, others are disappointed that 
rou heve given no indication of 
intention, or even avrareness of 
the need. for the intemal 
housecleaning that is so conspicu- 
ously overdue the agencr. 

You invited agency officers to 
write vou their suegestions or 
grievances, and you promised 
person2eliy to read all such 
letters. While I no longer have 
a career interest. having already 
submitted my resignation, mumer- 
cus friends in the DDO ' Deputy 
Directorate for Operations) heve 
encouraged me to write you. 
hopmg that it might iead to 
measures which would upcrade 
the clandestine serviec from its 
present mediocre standards to 
the elite organization it was once 
reputed to be. 

While I ssmpathize with their 
compiaints. 1 have agreed to 
write this letter more to docu- 
ment the circumstances and con- 
dirions which led to my onn 
disillusionment with CIA. 

First. let me introduce myself. 
1 was wotil yesterday a sucress- 
ful officer with 12 rears in the 
agener, having served seven full 
tours of duty. including chief of 
base, Lubumbashi: chief of sta- 
tion, Bujumbura; officer in 
eharce of Tay Ninh Province in 
Vietnam, and chief. Angola task 
force. My file documents what 
I was told occasionally, that 1 
could realistically aspire to top 
manegerial positions im the 
ageney, 

I grew up in Zaire. a few 
miles from the Kapanga Method- 
ist Mission Station, which was 
recently “liberated” by Katangese 
invaders, and I speak fluent 
Enclish and Tshilubs. “high” 
French and smatterings of 
Swahili and other dialects. 

My disillusionment was prozres- 
sive throughout four periods of 
my career. First. during three 
Successive assignments in Africa 
from 1966 through 1977 I ἴπ- 
creasingly questioned the value 
and justification of the report- 
ing and operations we worked so 
hard to generate. 


Tunisia Said to

Held up by Premier Hedi 
Nouira. his personally chosen suc- 
cessor. the “supreme combatant” 
said in an extemporaneous speech 
that bis doctors “told me more 
than once that my duty to the 
countr) tcday dictates that I rest 
a little and caunt on my collaoo- 
rators increasingly. My desire is 
that the Tunislan people ὑπ’ 
derstand thst I wanted io teil 
them in all frankness ahout my 
health.”

1 attempted to rationalize that 
my responsibility was to con- 
tribute and not to evaluate the 
importance of my contribution, 
which should be done by super- 
gtades in Washington. How- 
ever, this was increasingly dif- 
ficult as I looked up through a 
chain of command which inctud- 
ed. step-by-step: A) the branch 
chief, who had never served in 
Africa and was conspicuously 
ignorant of black Africa . . . 
Bi the chief of operations. who 
was 2 senior officer although he 
had never served an operational 
overseas tour and was cor- 
respondingly naive about field 
operations; and Ὁ) the division 
chief, who was 8. political dilet- 
tante who had never served an 
operational tour in Africa ..

Standards Low 


Standards of operations were 
low in the field, with consider- 
able energy devoted to the ac- 
cumulation of perquisites and 
tiving a luxuricus life at the tax- 
payer's expense. When I made 
cijef of station, a supergrade 
took me out for drinks and, after 
welcoming me to the exclusive 
inner club of “chiefs,” proceeded 
to brief me on how to supple- 
ment my income by an additional 
3.000 to 94.000 per vear, tax free, 
by manipulating my representa-~ 
tional and operational funds. 
This was guite within the 
regulations. 

For example. the Kinshasa 
chief of staff \COS: last year 
legally collected over $9,000 from 
CIA for the operation of his 
household. Most case officers 
handled 90 per cent of their 
operations in their own lving 
rooms, in ful] view of servants, 
guards and neighbors. And I 
expect few individuals would ac- 
cept CIA recruitments if they 
knew how blithely their cases 
are discussed over the phone: 
“Hello, John ... when you mect 
your friend after the cocktail 
party tonight ... you know. the 
one with the old Mercedes ... 
be sure to get that receipt for 
$300 . . . and pick up the little 
Sony, 50 we can fix che signaling 
device.” 

In Burundi we won a round in 
the ganie of dirty tricks against 
the Soviets. Shortiy after my 
arrival we mounted an operation 
τὸ exploit the Soviet's vulnera- 
bilities of having a disproportion- 
ately large embassy staff and a 
fumbling. obnoxious old ambas- 
sador, and discredit them in the 
eyes of the Barundi. We were 
apparently successful, as the 
Barundi requested that the am- 
bassador not return when he 
went on leave, and they ordered 


erratic behavior—ranging from 
self-deification to revelation on 
television of his anatomical 


anomalies to his impetuous, and-- 


quickly reversed, decision in 1974 
to merge Tunisia and Libya. 

His elevation to President for 
Life in 1975 only served to un- 
derline his steadily deteriorating 
health. Weakened by nervous 
breakdowns, at least two heart 
attacks and viral hepatitis. he 
has suffered for years from 
hardening of the arteries. He 
is now said to enjoy only tro 
ty three-hour respites of lucidity 
daily and to suffer from chronic 
insomnia. 

Political Involvement 


Despite his precarious health. 
within weeks of his return he 
demonstrated his inability to stop 
meddling in politics. 

His photograph returned to its 
habitual upper left-hand corner 
on Tunisian wuewspaper front 
Pages as the President resumed 
his dally routine of greeting 
Tunisian and foreign visitors. 

It was deemed that such 
limited ceremonial activity was 
ood for his peace of mind and 
for the nation’s. It was not easy 
for Tunistans to face up to the 
fact that the Bourguiba era— 
which began in 1934 when he 
broke away from an ineffective 
nationalist movement to found 
his own—was drawing to a close, 
and with only the most formal 


of transition mechanisms to 
corofort them. 
“Wext to nothing is setting 


done in the administration.” a 
Tunisian businessman said. “and 
things are getting worse with 
every passing month. Nothing to 
be prow about especially when 
you watch the game of musical 
chairs going on in the entourage.” 

Jockeying for position in the 
succession sweepstakes is nothing 
new in Tumisia and indeed the 
principal leaders have been known 
for years. That in itself is a 
potential source of upheaval in 
a country where 56 per cent of 
the population is under 20 and 
increasingly unmored by exhorta- 
tions about the past glories of 
President Bourguiba and the Neo- 
Destour Socialist party.

the Soviets to reduce thelr staff 
by 50 per cent. 

We were proud of the opera- 
tion. but a few months later the 
Soviets assigned a competent 
career diplomat to the post. and 
he armved to receive a cordial 
weleome from the Barundi, who 
were more than a little nervous 
at their brashness. and eager to 
make amends.

Later Africa Division policy 
shifted its emphasis from re- 
porting on local politics to the 
attempted recruitments of the 
so-called “hard targets.” .e. the 
accessible Eastern European 
datplomats who live exposed lives 
in littie African posts. I have 
listened to the enthusiastic 
claims of success of this program 
and its justification in terms of 
broader national interests. and I 
hate been able to follow some 
of these cperaticns wherein 
agency officers have successfully 
befriended and allegedir re- 
crujted drunken Soviet, Czech. 
Eungarian. and Polish diplomats 
by servicing their venal and 
sexual fhomo and hetero: weak- 
nesses. 

Unfortunately, I observed and 
colleagues in the Soviet division 
confirmed to me that none of 
these recruited individuals has 
had access to truly vital strategic 
information. Instead they have 
reported mostly on their col- 
leagues” private lives in the little 
posts. Not one has returned to 
his own country, gained access 
to strategic information and re- 
ported satisfactorily. 

Agency operations in Vietnam 
would hare discouraged even the 
most callous. self-serving of ad- 
venturers, It was a veritable 
eatch-22 of unprofessional con- 
duct. Ninety-eight per cent of 
the operations were commonly 
agreed to be fabrications but were 
papered over and promoted by 
aware case officers because of 
the “numbers game" requirements 
from headquarters for voluminous 
reporting, .. At the end, in April. 
1975, severa} senior CIA field of- 
ficers were caught by surprise. 
fled in hasty panic and otherwise 
abandoned their responstbilities, 


Angola Assignment 


One senior officer left the coun- 
try on R&R leave five days before 
the final evacuation, abdicating 
all responsibility for the people 
who had worked for him. and for 
the CIA in his area. Numerous 
middle and lower-grade officers 
vigorously protested this conduct, 
but all of these senior officers, 
including the one who fled, have 
subsequently received responsible 
assignments with the promise of 
promotions, 

After Vietnam I received the 
assignment of chief, Angola task 
force. This was despite the fact 


and emotional fulfulmen:. the 
party led the way in the Third 
World for acting—not just 
mouthing slogans—as its workers 
involved the people in birth con- 
trol, women's rights, mass educa~ 
tion and other reforms that many 
Industrialized societies took years 
to copy.

Disillusionment with Tunisian 
society's growing materialism—a 
perhaps normal development in 
a country with an $800 per capita 
annual income, but symbolized 
by financial scandals among the 
ruling eHte—has prompted ἃ re- 
turn to Islamic values. In Tuni- 
sla, the Arab country which has 
done the most to promote wom- 
en’s rights, young girls are to 
be seen wearing half veils and 
jong dresses. They believe that 
only the Koran provides any solu- 
ton for Tunisia. 

Today. few take the Neo-Des- 
tour Socialist party seriousiry. 
neither the party workers nor the 
packs of aimless young men. 
ranging in age from 15 to 30 
years. who crowd the streets 
“They are not gentle and happs, 
the way their counterparts were 
20 years ago.” noted = diplomat 
back in Tunis for the first time 
stace those heady post-indepen- 
dence dars. 


Symptomatic of the goverz~ 
ment’s problems is its inability 
to come to terms with the roung. 
especially the university students. 
In a way, it is paying the price 
of its own success, Ey steadiy 
investing 30 per cent of the bud- 
get in education—a million of 
the nearly 6 million Tunisians 
are in some kind of schoo!—the 
government has educated and 
improved the lot of a new gen- 
eration that demands chances. 
Despite Turisia’s impressive stan- 
dard of living. said to be the {ith 
highest in Africa. the tourism. 


olive oJ. phosphates and limited - 


oil production that provide most 
of the foreign exchanze earnings 


that I and many other officers 
un the ΟἿΑ and State Department

foresaw all this and also pre- 
dicted that the covert interven- 
tion would ultimately be exposed 
and curtailed by the United States 
Senate. i myself warned the 
interagency working group in Oc- 
weber, 1975, that the Zairian in- 
vasion of northern Angola would

of large numbers of Cuban troops 
—10,000, 15,000, 1 said—and would 
invite an eventual retaliatory in- 
vasion of Zaire from Angola.

The U.S. Economic Scene 


Carter Praised for Attacking Energy Froblem 


By Thomas E. Mullaney 


NEW YORE, April 244 (NYT:, 
Even the most vocal critics of 
Presiden: Carter's comprehensive 
Proposals for a national energy 
policy last week were united in 
gpplauding his prompt diagnosis 
of one. of the country's most 
Pressing problems. And there was 
Widespread admiration for his 
courage in demanding sacrifices 
to try to meet what he termed 
“the greatest domestic challenge 
that our nation will face in our 
lifetime.” 

In alerting the public ta the 
serious nature of the energy crisis. 
the President appears to have 
rallied broad support at last for a 
sound and realistic program. 

The crucial question in many 
minds, however, is whether the 
prescription that the President 
concocted is the proper one. Sonie 
of his ingredients were obviously 
appropriate, but others were 
questionable and there were some 
important elements missing. 

Walter Wriston. chairman of 
Citicorp and Citibank, underscor- 
ed the views of many prominent 
Americans when he commented: 

“The President ought to get a 
lot of credit for coming out in a 
straight way and alerting the 
country to the fact thet we have 
an energy crisis. We sure do. Con- 
servation measures are abzgolutely 
essential but I would hope that. 
as the program is smended, more 
emphasis will be placed on new 
energy production of all kinds— 
oil, gas and nuclear. 

“I didn't see as much emphasis 
on the supply side as on the de- 
mand side. I wish the President 
had talked more about drilling op 
the continental] shelf and letting 
the price go up so that people

On that score, John Winger, an 
energy specialist of Chase Man- 
hattan Bank, recently wrote: 


“To some degree, the United 
States is wasteful; there is no 


‘ doubt about that, And substan- 


tial savings can, and should, be 
achieved by avoiding waste. But 


. the nation is not grossly waste- 


ful . 


“It is true that the United 
States, with only 6 per cent of 
the .world’s population, does ac- 
count for approximately 32 per 
cent of the gross national prod- 
uct of the world.” 


Mr. Winger made the point 
that the U.S. usage of energy in 
relation to GNP is virtually the 
same as the combined figures for 
‘Western Europe and Japan, and 
that this has remained virtually 


.wnchanged for the last 20 years. 


However, some countries are more 

effictent in energy usage, partly 
because the cost is higher, 

through greater taxation, than 
ere. 


The great increase in energy 
consumption in this country over 
the last few decades arose chief- 
ly because of its availability and 
Jow price, which was partly ar- 
tificial. New industrial applica- 
tions proliferated and expanded 
use of natural gas in home heat- 
ing developed:

VIENNA, April 34.—The image 
of North American ice hocker 
took a battering at the first pro- 
fessional world championships as 
today the super-slick Fussians 
pounded a second string Canadian 
team, 11-1. 

It, was Team Canada’s Worst 
defeat ever in a world ice hockey 
championships.

Seattle Slew Undefeated, Untested

NEW YORK, April 24 'WPi.— 
Seactie Slew won the $110,300 
Wood Memorial yesterday ar 
Aqueduct in what. for him. was 
an unexciting performance, There 
was littie about his 3 1 Slength 
victory over Sanhedrin to scare 
off many Kentucky Derby can- 
didates. 

A crowd of 36,175 saw Seatwle 
Slew lead throughout the nine 
furlongs of the Wood. The un- 
defeated colt posted fractions of 
23 4/5 seconds, 45 4.5, 1:12 14 
and 1:36 en route to 4 final clock- 
ing of 1:49 35. The time was 
moderate. 2 3,5 seconds off Riva 
Ridge’s Wood mark of 1:47. The 
Cauthen. Cauthen had four firsts 
cuppy. 

-Trainer Billy Turner. jockey 
Jean Cruguet and owners Mickey 
aud Karen Taylor said they were 
pleased by the manner in which 
Seattle Slew achieved his sixth 
success. Ange] Cordero, the rider 
of Sanhedrin, remained uncon- 
vinced—and it was Cordero who 
piloted Bold Forbes to victory in 
the Wood, and then over the 
odds-on favorite Honest Pleasure 
in last year's Kentucky Derby. 

“There is no doubt Seattle Slew 
is the best of the 3-rear-olds. 
right now.” Cordero said. “But 
he is always having things his 
own way just like Honest Pleasure 
did in his races before he met 
Bold Forbes last spring. The test 
will come when another horse 
really challenges him ΦΆΤΙΣ. 

“You're gor to see if a thor- 
oughbred can fight." Cordero said. 
“It's one thing to hit someone 
and Tun away; it's something else 
τὸ hit someone... and they hit 
you beck.” 

The opposition in this 53d Wood 
did not have sufficient quality 
to severely test Seattle Slew. 
‘There were only two minor stakes 
winners among his six rivals, 

Fratello Eq stayed with the 
1-to-10 favorite until the far turn. 
Cruguet asked Seattle Slew to 
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open a little breathing space st 
that point. and the dark bay son 
οἵ Bold Reasoning responded. 
Slew was three lengths in front 
turtung for home and six lengths 
to the good leaving the eighth 
pole. 

Sanhedrin closed nicely to the 
second money, 4 1 2 lengths ahead 
of Caralam. ridden br Sieve 
Cauthen. Cauthen had four firsts 
and three seconds before the 
feature. 

“He did ail we set out today,” 
Turner. Slew’s 36-year-old tamer 
said, “We wanted him to relax. 
when he was mipning with other 
horses down the backstretch. and 
he did just that. He didn't be- 
come rank when hooked. He rat- 
ed kindly for Cruguer. He wasn't 
tight. He hadn't had a race in 
orer αὶ month, and the track to- 
day wasn't fast. Al] m all, the 
horse did just enough.” 

Seattle Slew's most recent ef- 
fort was in the Flamingo Stakes 
at Hialeah on Mareb °6. His 
time that day was 1:47 5 δ over 
a surface that was much more 
speed-conducive that Aqueduct’s 
strip. 


The strip at Churchill] Downs 
will be much faster, more lke 
Hialeah’s than Aqueduct's. Seattle 
Stew leaves for Louisville “later 
this week." Turner said. Wednes- 
day is the earliest departure daie. 

Yesterday's triumph was worth 
$66,180 to the Taylors. who paid 
$17,500 for Seattle Slew as « 
yearling mm Kentucky. Their colt 
now has amassed $255,340 and 
has yet to be under any sort of 
Stress at the finish of a race. 
His margi of victorr yesterday 
was the smallest of his career. 

“I still haven't touched him 
With my whip since the Cham- 
Ppagne ‘mile? last fall." Cruguet 
said. “He is running more com- 
fortably for me all the time. He 
doesn’t have to run for me the 
way he did in Florida. when he 
took off and opened up a big 
lead. He showed that today.” 

Seattle Slew will be the first 
unbeaten Derby entrant since 
1969, when Majestic Prince kept 
his perfect record intact on the 
Downs. Regret. a filly thar cap- 
tured the 1915 Derby, and Mor- 
vich, the 1990 victor, also were 
unbeaten.

War Without an Enemy

FEW YOREK.—Most Americans 
hase bred through enough 
wars to Yealine that you can't 
have a war without an enemy. 
Now. however, President Carter 
has declared the 
moral equivalent 
of war and the 
combat lines are 
fumy. 

We have never 

fought a moral 
equivalent of war 
before, so there is 
no experience to 
tell us whether 
πὸ need an ene- ἢ 
my or not. The Baker 
acronym for mo- 
-ra] equivalent of war is. af course, 
Meow, which makes it sound like 
@ pussy-cat affair, but one 
should Bot count too much on the 
happenstance of alphabet in try- 
ing to foresee the development of 
this unusual affair. 

The President seems to think 
he can conduct 1 Meow success- 
fully with nothing more for an 
enemy than that unconvincing 
οἷα bogey. the energy crisis. This 
seems doubtful in view of the fre- 
quent polls showing that perhaps 
haif the population doesn’t be- 
lheve there is an energy crisis, 

A handsome majority of Amer- 
deans, if congressmen are to be 
believed, are ready to fight any- 
body who tries to cut down on 
their motoring pleasure. energy 
crisis or not. Since this is pre- 
eizely what Carter aims to do, 
he is in danger of losing the mor- 
δὶ equivalent in the opening skir- 
mishes unless he can produce a 
more blood-curdiing enemy than 
the energy crisis. 

The reasons so many Americans 
do not believe in the energy cri- 
Ria are too occult to bear much 
rational examination. One may 
be the flaccidity of the term 
itecH. “Enerzy crisis" is a limp 
and bloodless abstraction that 
does not fire the imagination τὸ 
the white heat needed to animate 
combat. For nearly 50 years now 
Americans have lived constantly 
with one crisis or another. many 
of them with a much fiercer 
sourd than “energy crisis.” and 
survived to drive bigger cars than 
ever, 

Nor can we ignore the simple- 
minded but powerful belief that 
the of] will simply never run out. 
Many Americans, obviously, are 
a3 incapable of believing that oil 
is finite as youth is of believing 
it can ever die or children are of 
believing they can ever grow oid.
